Asabeut a hundred discharged Pinkerten 
men were on their way to the city today in 
ears from the steck yards, they were hooted 
and etoned be a crowd of strikers near For- 
jicth street. One of them, in exasperation, 
finally fred his Winchester into the crowd 
throve> * car window, morially wounding 
Pernis Pagiey, a well-to do teamster. 

Word was unmediately sert to the Chicago 
autberitics. and upon the arrival of the train 
here the entire lot ef Pinkerton men,together 
with son’. forty pen- union workmen who were 
also on the train, were arrested and locked up 
jin Harrison street station. 

From later aéconnts it appears that the 
shooting was notconfined to one man, bag 
that all tlic Pinkerton men joined iu the fugil- 
ade. When the train passed through a crowd 
at Ealstc.d street they were n greeted 
with jeere. when a large, stort, red faced man, 
clothed ‘na Pinkerton uniform, stepped ont 
onthe tack platformand fired his revolver 
ynto the crowd, This was the signal for a 
geners! volley, and fifteen or twenty Pinker- 
ton men began to fire their rifles from car 
windows. Fully thirty shots were fired. The 
fence aud shanties along the track were 
marked with bullets. 

The etock yards strike, which promised to 
pass inte history ag a bloodless. one, has been 
attended by the sacrifice of human life. Terry 

Begley and amether man were mortally 
wounied Ly the Pinkerton men this after- 
noon, and some hundred and fifty of the latter 
were arrested to await disposition on the 
charge of murder. Ali but six were afterward 
released The Pinkerton men say that tho 
strikers made the assault firet with stones and 
then with :evolvers, and that they made no 
attack uatil they had been fired 
upor Captain C. Harkey said, 
however, that the Piakerton men 
did the first shooting without any provoca- 
tion. Ceptain Joy wss in charge of the 
Pinkerton men when the shooting occurred. 
He was standing onthe rear piatform. He 
said that the men picked out by the city pelize 
weré not the guilty parties.

Charles 
Beck, one of his men, who was in a car ahead 
of the one from which the shooting was done, 
says the crowd fired at least five shots be’ore 
the firo was returned. One of the bullets 
passed through the car and imbedded itself in 
an opposite wall. Bricks and stones were then 
thrown until the side of the car was well bat- 
tered uy 

Mr. Pinkerton says the men had been the 
subjects of constant assaulis and abuse while 
in the yards, aud two of them are now laid up 
with wounds that may prove fatal.

BOB AND ALF IN LEBaNON: 
They Make Speeches and. Receive «an 
Oration, 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., October 19—[{Special _— 
Bob and Alf Taylor spoke in Gallatia to.day 
to one of the largest crowds ever seen in that’ 
town, ‘The train was stopped five miles this 
side, and the gubernatorial candidates and 
their es were escorted. to carriages and 
carried into town, accompanied by an immense 
cavalcade of horsemen and people ia vehicles, 
who had come from all over the southern end 
of the country to meet theirchampion. There 
were about sixty ladies on horseback. wearing 
black plume hats with long white streamers. 
In front-of the procession, on a carriage all to 
himself, wasan immen’e white rooster ona 
high tform, crewing lustily all the way. 
The procession, on its arrival in town, was 
greeted by great throngs that had gathered 
trom all the surrounding counties of Ten- 
nesses and Kentucky. Ex-Governor 
Leslie, of Kentucky, delivered the welcome 
address. After an hour or two spent in gree$- 
ing their friends, they repaired to the grove, 
where the speaking was to take place. Alf 
bad decided not to go to Gallatin, but when 
this became known so many telegrams and 
telephone messages came that he wa: induced 
togo. Bob opened, being introduced by Col- 
onel J.A. Tronsdale. His speech was strong 
and effective, though no new points were 
made. His friends were enthusiastic and ap- 
pleuded frequently during his speech. Alf 
followed, and was introduced by Dr. Lyon, a 
éignified gentleman, who adjusted his spec- 
tacles and proceeded to read an extendod 
eulogy of the republican candidate. The 
crowd got tired and began yelling for Taylor. 
After two appeals from Alf silence was re- 
stored,and at lagt the doctor got through. Then 
Alf brought in Bew thing. He referred to 8ob’s 
reference to rew Johnson and to disfeaa- 
chistment, declawig that Audrow Joliuson had 
declared that all rebels were traitors and all 
treason should be made odious. And now 
Grover Cleveland had appointed as Bob Tay- 
lor’s successor in the pension office af Kuox- 
ville, a man, who, when in the Tennessee leg- 
islature, voted for disfranchisement.

THE TAYLORS OF TENNESSEE. 


Their Eloquence Come to Them From Their 
Father. 

An exchange says: ‘The following 
is an extract from a letter written in 1878 by 
the Rev. Mr. Taylor, father ofthe two Ten- 
nessee Taylors, to his wife, who was pepting 
thesummer among the mountainsof North 
Carolina. Itis here givenas a sample of the 
fluency which is said to have been handed 
down to Mr. Taylor’s sons. He refers to the 
magnificent scenery around her, ‘where: na- 
ture in poetic mood has pierced the birthplace 
and sanctuary of the clouds and pillared the 
heavens with towerin mountains 
slong whose serrated sammits the summer 
lightuings dance on tiptoe to the music of re: 
verberatingthunders, while the storm king 
has burled against their bute 
tressed angles and rock -ribbed 
sides the tempests and hurricanes of 
the centuries in intermitting spasms—but in 
vain, Anchored fast in the omnipotence of 
God, these grand old mountains still rear their 
venerable heads, as the sentinels of the age:, 
gilding with aurora! splendors each dawning 
day and tinting with golden glories each san- 
set hour. Not less are they the watch towers 
of Liberty and Freedom’s fastnesses: for what- 
ever betide the low lands and the plains where 
wealth enslaves and luxury corrupts, the ea- 
gles build their nests and rear their young 
ones in the clefts of the mountains ani there 
unfettered freedom will ever dwell.’”’

Middle- 
ton covgratulates his wife and himself upon 
the unbroken love which has followed their 
martisge life, and egncludes by telling her 
that heis feeling badly, and will take some 
quinine and go to bed, and finish the letter in 
the morning. He tells her that God does 
everything for the best. Middleton was a 
handsome man, aod the letters show him to 
have been a man of education. Middleton 
was in the city with his sister, Mrs. John 
McGee, of Kentucky, the other day. and 
bought aloton Vine street for Mrs. McGee. 
He was to give out the contract for the house 
today. The coroner’s jury returned a verdict 
of death from suicide.

THE [SCHOOL OF TECHNOLOGY 
NOT YBT LOCATED. 


Moeting of the Commissioners Yesterday-—They Act 
With Closed Doors--What They Said end 
How They Voted-They Meet Again 
TZoday—Rumorsand Conjectures. 


The board of commissionors of the school 
of tecnology metin room 358 at thé capitol 
yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock, Delegations 
from Atlanta, Mafon and Athens were pres- 
ent to look after the interests of their respec- 
tive cities. The commissioners decided to 
act in secret sestion and the several delegations 
and the newspaper reporters were requested 
to leave the room. This they did, but most of 
them remained in the hall just outside of the 
rocm, anxiously awaiting the resulé of the 
commissioners’ deliberations. 

Previous to entering upon ths business of 
selecting a location for the school, the com- 
missioners permitted two papers to be filed 
with them. These were from Atlanta and 
Athens. The first was 

AN OFFICIAL INDORSEMENT, 
by the city council, of the annuity offered in 
Atianta’s bid for the echool. It wasin the 
form of a resolution, adopted by the council 
meeting. The second paper de- 
ned re of Athens’ bid which related 

: certain officials and property of 
the’State’ University. 

Afterthe two pap were read, the com- 
missioners informally~ discussed the bids of 
Atlanta, Macon, Athens, Milledgeville, and 
Penfield, paying particular attention to the 
cites offered. 1t was then agreed that the 
bids of those cities having representatives on 
the board should be reviewed by those rep- 
resentatives. 

Mr. N, E. Harris, chairman of the board, 
reviewed Macon’s bid. He went over the 
ground alread familiar to the public, and then 


‘ eempared Macon’s advantages with those of 


Atlanta and Athens. He said that the three 
cities were about equal so far as the 
COST OF SUSTAINING THE SCHOOL 

was concerned, He thought, however, that 
Macon was more accessible than either Atlanta 
or Athers. According to his view the law 
establishing the school required, other things 
being equal, that the city accessible to the 
greatest number of people in the state should 
havethe school. The law, as originally draft- 
ed, had a rider attached naming Macon as the 
plece for the school, The rider was not pre- 
sented to the legislature, because it was feared 
it would causethe friends of the state univer- 
sity to fight the school. In lieu of the rider 
the clauze requiring the most accessible city 
to be selected was inserted in the law. That 
clause was intended to give Macon a cliance 
for the school. Macon’s accessibility was Mr. 
Harris’s strong point, and he dwelt upon it at 
great length. 

Mr. S. iL. Inman reviewed Atlanta’s bid, 
He said that what he would say

would be said with tho kindest feelings for 
Macon and Athens. He then showed that At- 


| Janta’s bid in money was much larger than 
| that of any other city: that her manufactories 
| were numerous and important, and would be 


of great advantage to the students in the 
schoo]; and that her splendid system of rail- 
roads made her fully as accessible as Macon or 
any other city in thestate. He spoke of the 
yarious sites offered by Atiantsa, any one of 
which was perfectly adapted to the purpose 
bad in view. Mr. Inman’s presentation of At- 
lanta’s advantages at the place for the school 
was able and eonyiucing. 

Mr. E. R. Hodgeon reviewed Athons’s bid. 
He cwelt at length on that city’s advantages, 
devoting attention especially to the 

PROPOSITION OF THE UNIVERSITY 
to provide certain professors, a library,labora- 
tory and buildings. 

Toward the close of Mr. Hodgson’s address, 
an animated co)loquy took place between him 
and Mr. Oliver Porter. Mr. Porter wanted to 
kuow if the class schedulesin the university 


would not cause friction when it come to ar- | 


ranging those of the school of technology so 
that the same professors might teach of the 
classes of both institutions, Mr. Hodgson said 
be thought not. Then Mr. Porter wanted to 
know if the university proposed to give its 
professors, library, etc., outright to the school 
of technolegy. Aftersome discussion of this 
question, Mr. Hodgson saidgthe university 
merely meant toshare het possessions with 
the school of technology. 

At this point it was 7 o’clock, andthe board 
adjourned for supper. 

AFTER SU PPER 

Mr. Hodgson finished his address, and then it 
was proposed that a ballot to decide the loca- 
tion ofthe school should beftaken. A aues- 
tion arose as to whether a majority or a two- 
thirds vote should be the rule. Mr. Harris 
got a copy of the code, and read a section pro- 
viding that in bodies similar tothe commis- 
sion the majority rule should prevail. It was 
accordingly agreed that the city receiving 
three yotes should have the school. 

Tt was exactly 10 o'clock when the first bal- 
lot was taken. It resulted as foliows: 

Atlanta, one vote—Inuman. 

Macon, one vote— Harris 

Athens, one yote—Hodgson. 

Milledgeville, one vote—Porter. 

Penfield,’one yote— Heard. 

The second ballot resulted thus: 

Atlanta, one yote—Inman. 

Macon, one vote— ' 

Athens, one yote—Hodgsov. 

Penfield, two votes— Heard and Porter.

gave Atlanta the lead, which she held until 
twenty-one ballotsinal] had been taken.

The 
matter Was yesterday reported at police head- 
quetiers, and the entire department is now 
on the icckcout for the woman.
